Louis  Pelzer  Memorial  Award: 

To  a  graduate  student  for  the  best  essay  on  American  history  accepted  by 
the  Pelzer  Memorial  Committee.  The  prize  is  a  bronze  medal  and  publication 
of  the  award  winning  essay  in  the  Review.
